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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully submits this proposed amendment. Applicant submits that no new 
matter has been added. Applicant's representative (Glenn E. Von Tersch) conducted a telephonic 
interview with the Examiner on March 25, 2005 at which time these amendments were 
discussed. Applicant thanks the Examiner for this interview. 

Applicant's representative discussed potential amendments and the prior art of record in 
the application with tiie Examiner on March 25, 2005. While specific amendments were not 
discussed, the general character of the potential amendments was discussed. Additionally, the 
prior art was discussed. On March 30, 2005, a further telephonic discussion occuired, 
conceming the procedure for transmitting this proposed amendment to the Examiner. 

Claim 69 has been amended to clarify the claimed inventioo, to state in the best way 
known to the Applicant what the claimed invention is. It is not believed that the amendment of 
claim 69 represents a significant change in claim scope, rather it is beUeved that tiie amended 
language makes clear that which was implied by the previously submitted claim. The general 
character of this amendment was discussed with the Examiner on March 25, 2005. 

The Abstract has also been am^ded to clarify that it discusses an embodiment of 
incremental seal wire activation as is disclosed and claimed in the application. The amendment 
to the Abstract is believed to clarify the language of the Abstract, without adding new matter or 
otherwise substantively changing the application. This amendment was also generally discussed 
with the Examiner on March 25, 2005. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the application as amended, and 
allowance of the claims as amended.
